Super-Power Bill 
O. K’d By Pinchot 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 13.—Governor 
Pinchot last night approved the bill 
of Senator Buchanan, which 
would 
place facilities and service in Pennsyl­ 
vania of the super-power project at 
Conowingo, Maryland, under the juris­ 
diction of the public service commis­ 
sion, and would authorize the canunis- 
sk>n to act in conjunction with simi­ 
lar commissions of other states and 
the Federal government in regulation 
of such service. 
The provisions of the bill are gen­ 
eral, although directed specifically at 
the Conowingo development at this 
time. 
The bill is an amendment to 
tim public service company law of 
1913. 
One section amends the law to pro­ 
vide that the "commission shall have 
full power and authority to make joint 
investigations, hold joint hearings and 
issue joint or concurrent orders in 


conjunction or concurrence with any 
official board or commission of any 
state or of the United States, whether 
in the holding of such investigations 
or hearings or in the making of such 
orders the commission shall function 
under agreements or compacts 
be­ 
tween states or under the concurrent 
power of states to regulate interstate 
commerce or as an agency of the 
Federal government or otherwise.”
